National 
organization operates a number 
of mobile canteens and vans, 
some radio equipped and these 
are located at strategic points 
throughout the United States, 
which can be sent immediately 
to the disaster scene 
Nationally 
trained 
disaster 
specialists, 
supplemented 
by

volunteers, 
begin 
w orking 
with 
individual 
fam ilies 
who 
re g is te r 
for 
assistance 
immediately 
after 
the disaster occurs. Liason is 
maintained 
with 
government 
agencies active in the relief 
effort. 
Red 
Cross 
recovery 
assista n ce bridges the gap 
between what the family can do 
for itself and what is needed to 
effect its recovery. Recovery 
assistance represents part of 
what is sent from the local 
United Way campaign to the 
American National Red Cross. 
All Red Cross assistance is a 
gift,

Another little known side of 
Red Cross disaster relief is the 
aid given each year by chapters 
like the Rush County Red Cross 
in

transportation accidents, and 
sim ilar m inor catastro p h es.

says, this was a farm settlem ent 
of “free Negroes and colored 
people of mixed blood from 
slave sta te s.” Some cam e here 
with their friends, the early 
Quaker settlers, and som e cam e 
on their own, often on foot. In 
1831 
C a r te r ’s g re a t, 
g re a t 
grandfather, Anthony Roberts 
bought land at $1.25 per acre in 
the area. 


The first Beech churches were 
Baptist, but in 1832 the free 
black settlers voted for the 
A frican M ethodist E p isco p al 
Church as their denomination. 
In 1838 they built a log church a 
mile from the school, a t Beech 
Grove, and called the place Mt. 
P le a s a n t. 
It 
w as 
re p la ce d 
around 1840 by the neat white 
fram e church, resting solidly on 
natural stone boulders, still in 
use today on this annual “ Meet 
your 
F riends” Sunday. 
The 
church has been called the Mt. 
P le a sa n t A frican M ethodist 
Church, 
Mt. 
Pleasant 
Beech 
Church, and Blue River in some 
histories. 


The church site was once part 
of a farm and was given for use 
by the church as long as it 
continues to be a church. C arter 
has been unable to learn the 
donor’s nam e but, according to 
a handed down story, services 
m ust be held at the Beech at 
least once a year to retain the 
church land. But no one can say 
th at’s the only reason the faith­ 
ful travel hundreds of m iles or 
m ore each year, to be together 
for one day. 


In 1840 the Indiana African 
M ethodist E piscopal C hurch 
Conference was organized by 
Bishop 
M orris Brown 
in 
a 
m eeting 
here in 
the 
Beech 
Church. The AME Conference’s 
Bicentennial booklet, and also 
the R ush County h isto ric a l 
booklet, contain C arter's history 
of Beech Church. 
The Beech Church was strong 
and prosperous during the days 
of the underground railroad and 
the Civil W ar. Several local men 
served as preachers. In 1884 the 
Beech C h u rc h ’s Old 
H om e 
Q u a rte t—A lvin G a rn er, Ula 
W atkins, C harles W atkins, and 


Levi W eaver—was well known, j 
The quartet last sang at the 
Beech in 1924. One thousand 
people attended. 
Weekly services are no longer 
held at the Beech but annual 
homecomings have converged 
there since 1914. This year the 
descendants of the church’s 
founders cam e from several 
Indiana towns, and from as far 
away as California, New York, 
Ohio. Kentucky, and Illinois. 
Area friends and m em bers of 
other churches were welcomed 
also.

They called him the best “gut debater in the 
House,” and a man of many facets with an acute wit 
on the floor of the House. 
Evidently, he was the kind of guy you would like in 
any situation unless you worked for him. He liked to 
remind minor functionaries that their paychecks bore 
his signature. If he didn’t like the way they per­ 
formed, he hauled them in and chewed them out. He 
removed the jum pseats from the elevators in the 
Capitol because he thought one of the college students 
operating the elevator had been rude to him. 
Yes, Wayne Hays was many things. He was liked by 
many, and hated by many more. But he got things 
done. 
Congress will end their investigation with his 
resignation, but the Judicial Branch of the govern­ 
ment will still investigate his misuse of Congressional 
funds to pay his secretary, Elizabeth Ray. He will 
probably get nasty with the investigators, but after 
all, that’s his nature.

In some instances, chalazions 
disappear with just the ap­ 
plication of hot compresses and 
antibiotic ointments. If these 
fail to release the blockage it is 
sometimes necessary to do a 
very simple painless surgical 
removal of the gland. 
Neither the chalazion nor the 
surgery can affect the vision.

Lighter Side 
Cubed Eggs

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The chicken is 
truly a marvelous provider. 
It provides drumsticks for our fast food 
franchises. It provides wishbones for our 
secret hearts’ desires. It provides baby 
chicks for Easter mementos. It provides 
therapeutic soup for our infirmities. 
There is, indeed, only one thing wrong 
with 
the 
chicken 
from 
a 
benefactive 
standpoint. 
It lays oval eggs. 
Oval eggs, alas, tend to roll off the table 
and are hard to stack in the fridge. In this 
age of convenience foods, such shortcomings 
can be disastrous. 
If eggs were only flat-sided, it might go a 
long way toward offsetting the so-called 
cholesterol scare that has hurt the egg 
business. 
Over the centuries, pouitrymen have tried 
valiantly to breed chickens that would lay 
square eggs. Fortunes have been spent in 
the quest. But to no avail 
Chickens have steadfastly resisted such 
genetic 
improvements. 
There 
was 
no 
problem with the roosters, but the hens just 
wouldn’t go along. 
Now, at last, the egg industry may he on 
the verge of the breakthrough it has been 
looking for. 
Coming on the market is an egg cuber. 
When an egg has been boiled and shelled, 
this new kitchen gadget will compress it into 
a square block 


It’s too early to say for sure but the cubed 
egg would appear to be an improvement 
over the oblong egg developed for use in 
restaurants. 
The latter process is more of a mass 
production 
in 
which 
boiled 
eggs 
are 
disassembled and then conjoined into a 
cylinder, or egg roll, that makes for uniform 
slicing. 
The 
problem 
is 
that 
the slices 
are 
uniformly round, which means that if they 
are spread on square slices of sandwich 
bread, you get an awkward fit. 
Cubed egg slices, on the other hand, would 
be flush with (he bread corners. 
In fact, cubed eggs may have a potential 
above and beyond an egg’s traditional 
functions. 
Stick the requisite number of peppercorns 
on the various sides of a pair of cubed eggs 
and you could shoot craps with them. 
Now that cubed boiled eggs are a reality, 
perhaps the industry will go back to the 
drawing boards for another go at cubing 
fresh 
eggs. 
There 
is 
no 
reason 
we 
consumers should be deprived 
of 
that 
convenience merely because the hens won’t 
cooperate. 
One solution might be to break the eggs 
soon after they are laid, grind up the shells 
and reprocess them into cubes. Then pour 
the whites and yolks back inside 
That would give us eggs like Mother 
Nature would have made if she had been a 
housewife.

The mere suggestion that Vegh Villegas 
might resign caused a negative reaction in

More Money

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Anyway you 
shake it, Hoosiers will be paying more to 
heat their homes this winter. 
Just 
how 
much 
more 
depends 
on 
variables, such as severity of cold weather 
and increased costs of fuel from supplier to 
retailer. 
Based on a survey of major retailers, best 
guesses now are that natural gas will cost 
nearly 18 per cent more than last winter, 
fuel oil will be up 5 per cent and electric 
heat will cost 8 per cent more. 
An unusally cold winter could run those 
prices even higher. Last winter was mild — 
about IO per cent warmer than normal. 
Costs also vary according to locality. 
Northern Indiana is normally somewhat 
colder, and thus home heating will be more 
expensive than in the south. 
None of the utilities can make a blanket 
prediction of heating costs, because they 
vary with each customer’s home. 
The Indiana Energy Office estimates the 
availability of natural gas to the state will 
be 8 to IO per cent less than last year. That 
drives up the price. 
Northern 
Indiana 
Public Service Co., 
which does big business in natural gas 
heating, figures its “average” customer 
used 160,800 cubic feet of gas last year. That 
cost $268. 
NIPSCO said the same customer using the 
same amount of gas this year will pay $298 
based on current rates. With anticipated 
rate increases, it will cost another $18, or 
$316 for the heating season. 
Public Service Indiana, the state’s largest 


electric utility, used its computer to figure 
cost of heating a 17,500-square foot, ranch- 
type home electrically in central Indiana. 
Using a forced air system, which PSI said 
was 
the 
least 
expensive 
method, 
the 
anticipated cost will be $461 this winter. 
That compares with $427 last year. 
PSI, 
which 
has 
more 
than 
55,000 
customers heating with electricity, said the 
main reason for the higher costs was the 
increase in the price of coal needed to power 
generating equipment. 
Home heating oil currently is priced at 
about the same level as late last spring. 
Hoosier Coal and Oil Co., the largest oil 
dealer in Indianapolis, is currently charging 
38.9 cents per gallon for No. 2 home heating 
oil. 
Paul Pinkus, general sales manager for 
Hoosier, said the price could gradually he 
increased by 5 per cent over the winter 
months, but that equates only to about 2 
cents a gallon. 
Pinkus said there should be no problem 
with availability of oil for heating purposes 
this winter. 
Some 
home 
owners 
have 
expressed 
concern that curtailment of natural gas 
supplies could adversely affect oil avalibihty. 
But Pinkus says no. 
Many industries using natural gas as their 
primary source of power could he cut off if 
gas supplies dwindle. Most have oil systems 
for a backup. Pinkus said that based on 
current forecasts, there should be ample oil 
available and any increased use by industry 
would not affect the price paid by home 
owners. 


Business Today 
Successful Job

SAN DIEGO (UPI) — The No. I survival 
skill for today’s business manager is the 
human relations skill — the ability to 
understand human behavior and to deal with 
it intelligently, says Karl A l b r e c h t , 
management consultant. 
Albrecht, 
who 
heads 
his 
own 
firm. 
Management Sciences, and c o n d u c t s 
seminars for the University of California, 
San Diego, on management by objectives, 
says the whole question of workers and 
managers and their relationship to each 
other began to change in the 30’s and 40’s 
But not enough managers and supervisors 
have recognized the changing attitude of 
workers, he said. 
“Workers are less willing to take abuse 
from large corporations than were their 
parents. These employes are not working for 
the 
manager. 
They 
are 
working 
for 
themselves and their own needs.” 
Those 
needs, 
in 
addtion 
to 
money, 
Albrecht said, are “social contact with other 
people and gratification at the job. These 
are just as important as income in the 
pocket.” 
He teaches the concept of objective- 
oriented 
management 
— 
a 
form 
of 
management he feels has gotten a bad name 
because of its misuse by many corporations 
“The 
concept 
has 
too 
often 
b e e n 
misapplied and then discarded.” Albrecht 
explained, 
“usually 
because 
it 
w a s 
overbureaucratized 
Instead 
of 
being a 
servant it becomes a m aster, and the 
resulting forms and reports are more of a 
handicap than an advantage.” 
The 
way 
Albrecht 
sees 
it, 
m o s t 
m anagem ent by-objective 
program s 
a r e 
Instituted at the top of the organization, and 
handed down as an edict to be followed by 
lower-level m anagers 


“What is seldom done,” he said, “is for 
management to go down to the grass roots 
and inspect the responses workers have to 
change.” 
Any organization which reaches operating 
equilibrium has a fair amount of inertia, 
Albrecht said, and resistance to almost any 
kind of change. "People like routines and 
patterns, and any major change which 
disrupts some aspect of that equilibrium 
needs to be efficiently communicated.” 
An organization must be looked upon as a 
social system rather than a mechanical 
apparatus, according to the consultant. "If a 
person worries about losing his job, his 
status, or fears his relationships with other 
workers will be damaged, he will resist 
change.” 
Objective-oriented 
management 
then becomes a decentralized selling job, 
“to sell all people in the organization on the 
basis that the changes are worthwhile to 
them as individuals.” 
By communicating with the employees, 
telling them what the firm's goals are and 
how the workers fit into the scheme of 
things, Albrecht said, the firm will establish 
a 
better 
working 
environment 
a n d 
productivity is likely to increase. 
Unfortunately, 
Albrecht 
said, 
not 
all 
managers are selected because of their skill 
with people. Traditionally an individual is 
promoted into management because he has 
performed well in some specialty. 
Too often, he said, management fails to 
recognize that a supervisory job is radically 
different from a specialty job, and persons 
promoted to such positions are often thrown 
into a “sink or swim" situation. 
“Successful management is less methods 
and principles than it is personal relations 
skills,” he 
said. 
“Managers 
must 
ask 
themselves what they do that affects their 
work with others.”

Rate Increase 


The loan rate for 
Rush 
County’s 1976 soybean crop is 
$2.52 per bushel, according to 
Glen Hungerford Chairman of 
the Rush County ASC Com­ 
mittee. “ The 1976 rate increased 
29 cents over the 1974 level,” 
Mr. Hungerford said. There was 
no soybean loan program in 
1975. 
Based on the national average 
loan rate of $2.50 per bushel, 
announced July 28 by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
rates vary 
from 
county 
to 
county. Hungerford said ad­ 
justments were made in in­ 
dividual county rates to reflect 
changes which occurred in the 
historical average of soybean 
prices received by farmers and 
for shifts in production. 


The loan 
rate applies 
to 
soybeans classed “ yellow" or 
“ green" containing 12.8 to 13.0 
percent moisture, and which 
grade not lower than No. 2on the 


factors of test weight, splits and 
heat damage, and not lower 
than No. I on all other factors. 
Soybean loans are payable 
over a 12-month period at an 
interest rate of 71_> percent per 
annum through March 31, 1977. 
Loan interest rates are subject 


to adjustment semi-annually on 
October I and April I of each 
year.

King George’s Palace Is Historical Irony 


LONDON (UPI) - By one of 
history’s 
little 
ironies, 
once 
King George III had lost the 
American colonies, he retreated 
to the tiniest, most frugal royal 
palace of them all. 
That 
w asn’t 
the 
intention. 
George w asn't doing some kind 
of penance. 
But his choice of Kew Palace 
as a royal residence after the 
Revolutionary 
War 
left 
a 
rem arkable 
legacy 
for 
this 
Bicentennial year. 
A new restoration of Kew 
Palace has stripped two centu­ 
ries away. To walk through it 
now is to feel as if the sick old 
king and Queen Charlotte have 
just stepped out to som e royal 
function. 
Partly 
this is 
because of 
personal rem inders which the 
recent restorers found, some of 
them by accident. 
In a bare little dressing room 
King George used for private 
devotions — he was singularly 
devout — a tiny closet cam e to 


light. It was the king’s wig 
closet, and now holds powdered 
wigs again. 
Inside a corner cupboard in 
the pages’ waiting 
room, a 
faded 
list 
w as 
discovered. 
Study showed it was in Queen 
C harlotte’s handw riting 
— her rem inder to the pages 
of how m any tugs on which bell 
would sum m on them to which 
room. 
It is still w here she put it 175 
years ago. 
Lists of the Prince of W ales’ 
gam bling debts kept turning up 
in odd corners. One room is set 
up for a harpsichord concert 
like those King George loved — 
a painting nearby shows one in 
progress in the palace. Another 
room is arranged for a gam e of 
queenly whist. 
Tiny Kew P alace has been on 
public 
view 
for 
years, 
but 
recently the D epartm ent of the 
Environm ent 
moved 
in 
to 
restore it according to a new 
idea. 


"Now 
we 
do 
far 
more 
m eticulous research from docu­ 
m ents,” said Howard Yexley, 
the departm ent’s historic build­ 
ings architect, 
“and 
try 
to 
restore the predom inant cha­ 
ra c ter of the building at the 
tim e of its principle use. 
"At Kew we have tried to re ­ 
create 
the 
intim ate 
little 
country house of about 1800 to 
which the king escaped from 
affairs of sta te .” 
T he sam e new notion h as 
been used 
lately to restore 
Kensington Palace in central 
London, w here King G eorge’s 
grand-daughter, 
Queen 
Vic­ 
toria, was born. 
Next to get the treatm ent 
m ay be the Q ueen’s Cottage, a 
delightful 
thatched 
sum m er 
cottage which Queen Charlotte 
built in 1772 for tea parties in a 
corner of the park where Kew 
P alace stands. 
That riverside park is now 
Kew G ardens, B ritain’s great 


garden. King George and Queen 
Charlotte spent part of the 
Am erican Revolution period at 


Kew in a 
palace called — 
ironically enough — the White 
House. 


George acquired the house 
next door, a little Dutch-style 
building dating from 1631, as 
overflow housing for his 
15 
children. 
He 
and 
Charlotte 


moved in, re-nam ing it Kew 
Palace, when the White House 
was torn down and a grandiose 
new 
palace was 
begun 
but 
never finished. 


George and Charlotte were 
the only king and queen to live 
at Kew. It was not alw ays a 
happy house. 


The king becam e increasingly 
ill there with the recurring 
disease 
his 
contem poraries 
thought 
was 
m adness. 
He 
moved perm anently to Windsor 
est and m ost famous botanic i Castle in 1805. 


But 
Queen 
Charlotte 
kept 
coming back to Kew. 
In a 


dow nstairs room she watched 
two of her princely sons m arry 
in a rush cerem ony to produce 


a legitim ate heir to the throne. 
Four m onths after the double 
wedding in 1818, Queen C har­ 


lotte died there in 
a plain 
horsehair 
chair 
which 
still 
stands by an upstairs window. 
Now the pages’ waiting room 
has 
been 
turned 
into 
a 
m iniature m useum of George 
and 
C harlotte 
and 
their 
15 
children. There is a royal baby 
rattle, 
a 
high 
chair, 
the 
schoolbook writing exercises of 
future kings, the little princes­ 
ses’ fans. P lacards sort out the 
huge fam ily geneology. 


But the m ost evocative thing 
is the new-look Kew Palace 
itself. 


"Though its size is m odest,” 
says one accurate placard, "it 


reflects in a way that greater 
palaces cannot do the intim ate 
life of its royal occupants." 


First Cowboys

NEW YORK (U PI) - Brooks 
Robinson has the best pair of 
hands in baseball. They’re so 
good, they’ve earned him 
16 
straight “Gold Glove” Awards 
and 
nearly 
$2 
million, 
yet 
they’ve also fum bled away all 
his finances. 
Practically all, anyway. 
“ Ha, ha, your father is going 
to the poor house!” a neighbor­ 
hood kid teased his eight-year- 
old daughter, D iana, the other 
day. 
She ran hom e to her father. 
“ Daddy, they aren’t going to 
take 
our 
house 
away, 
are 
they?” she asked, fighting to 
hold back tears. 
“ Of course n o t,” he reassured 
her. 
T hree weeks ago, a circuit 
court 
judge 
ordered Brooks 
Robinson’s hom e in Lutherville, 
Md., auctioned off following a 
m o rtg a g e 
fo reclo su re 
s u it 
brought by a Y ork, Pa., bank. 
The bank charged the B al­ 
tim ore Orioles’ popular third 
basem an hadn’t paid back a 
$249,585 loan. 
Brooks 
Robinson 
had 
ob­ 
tained the loan for a sporting 
goods business he operates with 
two other p artn ers in Tim oni­ 
um, Md. The loan was to have 
been paid back by April 13, but 
it w asn’t. Robinson challenged 
"the bank’s figure. The bank 
subsequently said he owed only 
$196,256, but the judge’s order 
to auction his hom e still stood. 
Also due to be auctioned w as 
the hom e of one of his business 
partners. 
Brooks Robinson has a wife 
and four kids. 
H e’s 39 and 
hasn’t been playing much lately 
for the Orioles. With a .200 
batting average and only IO 
rbi’s, he hardly needed another 
problem . 
But he w asn’t going to stand 
by and do nothing, so one day 
this week, he w ent to the bank, 
withdrew his life savings and 
repaid practically the entire 
loan. 


In so doing, Brooks Robinson 
made sure he wouldn’t lose his 
home. Neither will his partner 
now. 
The 
loan 
to 
Brooks 
Robinson’s Sporting Goods busi­ 
ness was made out in Robin­ 
son’s name and, by repaying it, 
he saved two homes. 
"Poor Brooks,” says his wife, 
Connie. “ Now we all know why 
he hasn’t been able to play ball 
the past two years. I told him 
he w orked 22 years playing 
ball, saving his money, and 
now he has to start all over 
again. If he lives 500 years, 
he’ll never get back all that he 
put into his business.” 


Some ballplayers run around, 
some drink, some like to live 
big. Brooks never did any of 
these things. When news of his 
financial distress came to light, 
everybody’s reaction was ‘how 
could it possibly happen to 
somebody like upstanding, 
clean living Brooks Robinson, 
[baseball's All-American Boy?’ 


“You just don’t know how 
something like that happens,” 
his wife says. “Brooks couldn’t 
be 
at 
his 
sporting 
goods 
business all the time because 
he had to play ball. You have 
to put your trust and confidence 
in someone else in a case like 
that, and suddenly you’re told 
all the money is gone. Brooks 
isn’t down or depressed at all 
though. He must keep every­ 
thing inside him. He’s unreal. 
He looks at me every five 
minutes and says ‘are you all 
right?’ I tell him, yes, until I 
start 
thinking about w hat 
happened.”

Preparations Underway For 
America’s Cup Race 


The 1977 challenge for the 
most prestigious prize in yacht 
racing, the America’s Cup, is 
more than a year away, hut 
designers, builders and crews 
are preparing and training in 
no less than five countries. 
Ted Hood, the Marblehead, 
Mass., sailmaker and success­ 
ful defending cup helmsman 
against 
Australia’s 
Southern 
Cross challenge in 
1974, has 
designed 
his own 
12 
meter 
yacht for the 1977 defense and 
currently is going through trial 
runs off Massachusetts. 
Christened the Independence 
when she was launched at the 
Minneford yard at City Island, 
N.Y., July 24, the sleek, white 
hulled, flush deck sloop will 
spend her first three months 
racing against the Courageous, 
the 
same 
boat 
that 
Hood 
skippered to victory over the 
Australians. 
“ Right now, Courageous is 
the best 12 meter in the world,” 
a spokesman for the Independ­ 
ence syndicate said, “and this 
is the boat that Independence 
will have to beat to win the 
right to defend the Am erica’s 
Cup,”

But the series of elimination 
races that will determine which 
American yacht will defend the 
“auld mug’’ will find more than 
just the Courageous to contend 
with 
Minneford’s, a yard that has 
built 
several 
successful 
cup 
defenders, 
now 
is 
making 
preparations to begin construc­ 
tion on another Twelve. This 
one, designed by Olin Stephens, 
the designer of Courageous and 
Intrepid, 
the only 
12 
meter 
yacht to successfully defend the 
cup twice 
in 1967 against the 
Australian 
challenger 
Dame 
Pattie 
and 
in 
1970 
against 
another 
Australian 
Twelve, 
Gretel II. 
The latest Stephens design 
will be christened Enterprise 
and 
will 
be 
skippered 
by 
another sailm aker — Lowell 
North of San Diego, Calif. 
The 
series 
of 
elimination 
races to select the defender of 
the Am erica’s Cup tor the New 
York Yacht Club could prove to 
be almost as exciting as the 
race for the cup itself. They 
will pit two of the world’s top 
sailm akers 
and 
skippers 
against each other 
Naturally, each 
skipper 
is 
expected 
to 
prefer 
his own 
sails, so a lot of prestige is 
riding on the outcome. To be 
both top sailm aker and top 
skipper is something to strive 
for and the elimination series 
could tell it all. 
Ted Turner, who has a trophy 
room crammed with silver he 
has won over the years, also 
will be on hand to do battle 
with Hood and North. Turner 
skippered Mariner, a design by 
Britton Chance, but was elimi-

nated during the 1974 trials. 
Next year Turner is expected to 
be back at the helm of the 
Courageous - now the fastest 
Twelve of record. 
But while the Americans will 
be battling it out to select the 
fastest boat and best trained 
crew for the 23rd challenge for 
the America’s Cup, no less than 
four other countries may be 
fighting it 
out 
in their own 
elimination series to pick the 
fastest challenger. 
Challenges 
have 
been 
re 
ceived 
from 
Australia, 
En­ 
gland, 
Sweden 
and 
France. 
Assuming that all four nations 
are 
successful 
in 
getting 
a 
challenger ready for the best of 
seven series of match races for 
the cup off Newport, R L , in 
September, 1977, only one can 
have that honor 
Australia is having problems 
getting a new boat for the ’77 
challenge It may end up going 
with the old w ar horse Gretel 
II. 
which 
gave 
a 
good 
accounting 
of 
itself 
against 
Intrepid in 1970. 
Both 
France 
and 
Sweden 
reportedly are building now and 
the 
British are in the 
final 
stages of tank testing.

He had been shot once in the 
head and once in the groin.
